F. J. Pons Makes Authoritative Announcement That 
Work on New Course in South Carolina Will 
Start at Once — Minimum Purse $400. 



I.unisvillo. Ky., OctoIxT l.‘». — Chaiivston, S. C., 
will bo tho scone of a winter race meetinf;. l)ORin- 
iiin;; .lanuary 10. 1012. ami eoutinuiuK seventy-dve 
days until April 5. This welcome announcement was 
authorized today by F. J. Pons, who was promimmt 
in the conduct of winter racing at Jacksonville, Fla., 
and who has been active in interesting capital in the 
pro|M»sed venture at Fharlestrm. Mr. Pons is cm- 
lihatic in his declarations that arrangements have 
luoceeded to tlie iwint where there need l>e no fear 
of the successful cmisuminatiou of the project. 
Horsemen, he says, may absolutely c«mnt on the 
al»ility of the new racing association to make good 
on all its promise's. 

Track construction work will l)egin at once. The 
course will la* of the regulation mile typt‘, up-to- 
date in its appointments and conveniently locatwl. 
Tliere is abundant time between now and the an- 
nounced date of for the building of the 

plant in a proi>er manner. 

.Mr. Pons announces that tlie minimum purse will 
i»e of $40<) value, with a plentiful sprinkling of 
handicaps. The stake program will be made 
up of some twenty events, ranging in value from 
.$l,d<H) to $2,5(Kb It is altogether probable that 
a Derby ami one other particularly vahiabie event 
will bt‘ provided as si>ecial attractions. 

'Hie preliminaries im'idental to the actual begin- 
ning of work on the new coiu'se are already being 
attended to and tlie proj«‘ct will go forward with a 
Misli fn>m now on. Needii'ss to say, liorsemen are 
ilelighted over the prospect of increased opportunity 
for winter racing.

Tlie 
showing of (irover Hughes’ today was in marked 
contrast to his previous effort, .Viiotlier disappoint- 
ment followed ill tlie succeeding race when Wheel- 
wright. the liest backeil favorite of the day. suc- 
cumbed to T. P. Hayes’ Three Links. Tho winner 
showed a n*ally good performance and scorinl in eas.v 
fashion. 

Wander and Sigurd had a stirring struggle in tiie 
closing dash, the Flynn representative just lasting to 
got the verdict. Jockey Denny on the nmner-ui) 
IfHlgcd a claim of foul on th<^ ground of liavim; 
impeded in the stretch by the winner, but the judges 
did not allow it.
